Preceded by a driving rain and 
hail storm, the wind struck her# 
at about 8:30 last night as the 
; villagers were preparing for bed. 
There was no chance for escape. 
Torn From Foundation# 
The little frame buildings were 
torn from their foundations and 
today were piled one on top of th# 
other in heaps all over the area. 
Thoee inhabitants who escaped 
injury were working feverishly aa 
the gray light of day stole over 
the scene. 
They had been work­ 
ing throughout the night in 
an 
effort to recover bodies and to pro­ 
vide for the injured. 
Small children were found burled 
under the 
timbers, 
their 
bodies 
pitifully 
crushed 
and 
battered. 
Weeping of bereaved relative» o f 
the dead added to the horrors of 
the scene. 
Cries of children left 
orphaned by the storm rang out 
through 
the 
night. 
One 
child, 
barely able to walk, was found 
weeping bitterly over the bodies of 
her mother and father and two 
other members of her family. 
Scenes of the sort were to be 
found all over the area. 
Stunned 
by the loss of her husband and 
baby boy, one mother 
sat 
dry­ 
eyed over their bodies, refusing 
workers permission to remove the 
bodies to the courthouse. 
River Blocks Relief Workers 
Red Cross members, militia, doc­ 
tors and nurses and scores of citi­ 
zens flocked toward Rock Springs 
today, but were held from the scene 
by £ virling w aters of the Guada­ 
lupe river, which prevented cross­ 
ing. 
Scores of automobiles were 
gathered across the river aw ait­ 
ing some way by which they could 
bring water, food and medicine into 
the town. 
Every particle of medical sup­ 
plies in the town was gathered a t 
the courthouse. There wasn't much 
and what there was was being 
used

the utmost economy. 
As soon as the injured recefvo-t 
attention, those who were able to 
hobble around 
hurriedly 
left the 
courthouse to assist in recovering 
bodies. 
Burying their grief under the 
stern necessity

the workers continued

the morning. 
Nearly all had been 
touched by the tragedy, members 
of their families being killed or 
seriously injured.

Apostolic church in Zion who has 
worn Dowie's mantle of leadership 
since the latter died in 1907. 
So far a total of $300,000 has ra t-

more in the offing. 
Like a fantastic story from the 
rubbing of a genii’s lamp, is the 
history of the church city, which 
have 
evolved 
from 
a 
religious 
dream into a compact settlem ent of 
7,000 citizens, 
entirely 
self-sup­ 
porting and existing 
unto 
them ­ 
selves. 
No less strange is the story of 
Voiiva, who came to the city of his 
conquest like Dick 
W hittington, 
with his worldly belongings on his 
back—and 83 cents in his pocket. 
Voiiva is a millionaire 
today— 
but only on paper. He is the sole 
owner of Zion’s industries that do a 
gross business of six million dol­ 
lars animally, and the owner in 
fee simple of all the 
undeveloped 
land in the city, valued at millions. 
But he lives on a clerk’s allow­ 
ance.

The Virginia Randolphs contrib­ 
uted this valuable employe. 
His 
father was a lieutenant in the navy.

John’s memory is the tim» in 1861 
when he saw MaJ. Robert E. Lee 
ride up to the office of Gen. W in­ 
field Scott at the outbreak of the 
Civil war to discuss the crisis. 
“He had come over from Ar­ 
lington,”

recounts, 
“and he hitched his horse to a post 
outside the 
old 
w ar 
department 
building and went on in to see 
the general. 
“Pretty soon he came out again 
and crossed the street to Francis 
P. Blair’s old home. 
It was in

Mrs. Randolph is a daughter of 
the late Albert Smith White, a for­ 
mer senator from Indiana. 
These days the duties of “Marse 
John” are not arduous. 
He su ­ 
pervises the routine of outward- 
bound correspondence and similar 
matefs, but he is principally val­ 
uable as the walking reference li­ 
brary. 


When Dowie startled the world 
by planting his followers on a spot 
45 miles up the lake from Chicago, 
Zion was an isolated settlement on 
the prairies th at swept in rolling 
miles around it. Today, it is only a 
break in the valuable march of Chi­ 
cago suburbs up the north shore. 
Dowie paid $150 an acre for the 
land and Vollva is selling some of 
it for $1,000 an acre. 
Vollva, an 
impeccably 
tailored 
man of 57 years, and a horn public 
speaker, came back to Zion in 1906, 
after spreading the word 
of 
the 
church in Australia. 
At that time the city's popula­ 
tion was 8,000, but it was dwindling 
rapidly because there were no in­ 
dustries cdose a t hand to give em ­ 
ployment. Vollva, who admits 
he 
knows how to shave a note, d eter­ 
mined th at Zion could only live if 
there was employment for them. 
So he estaldished a bakery, and 
its products now are sold 
in 
46 
states; a printing and publishing 
business, which today has one group 
of presses th at cost $140,000; a de­ 
partm ent store, candy factory, lace 
m anufacturing plant, and started a 
building construction business. L ast 
year, Zion’s Industries did a $6,000,- 
000 gross business. 
Voiiva bought Zion in toto from 
the United States court in 19FL for 
$960,000, he said. So far, he has sold 
545 acres of land and has 1,500 more 
up for sale. 
Most of 
Zion's 
streets 
today, 
where the stranger sees sun-blister­ 
ed boards telling him what he may 
not do while In the city, are 
the 
same dirt roads that were trod by 
the devout followers 25 years ago. 
Voiiva w ants paved streets, street 
lights, modern w ater and 
sewage 
plants and all the other touches of 
modernity.

The prospect that Orange county may build a dam at Prado, w!iich 
would back waters of die Santa Ana river up for some distance into 
Riverside county, has produced a bridge-building problem that brought 
two Riverside county supervisors to Santa Ana late yesterday for a con­ 
ference with the Orange county board. 
| 
Recent 
floods 
washed 
out 
a 
! bridge across the Santa Ana river 
at Auburndale, Riverside county, 
and that county is now consider­ 
ing plans for a new bridge. 
But 
a Prado reservoir, if created by a 
70-foot 
dam 
as 
recommended, 
would briner a w ater level within 
one foot of the bridge floor, as 
contemplated in plans for the now 
structure, it is said. 
And to raise 
the bridge, and abutting fills IO 
feet 
higher, as recommended by 
engineers, would entail a cost of 
| about $50,000. it is said, which Riv- 
j onside feels is Orange county's re­ 
sponsibility. 
Accordingly 
Chairman 
T. 
C. 
Jameson and Supervisor J. F. Mc­ 
Gregor, of Riverside, visited the 
| Orange county solons yesterday to 


I outline the problem and seek an 
answ er to It. 
Jameson explained that River­ 
side county must replace the old 
bridge very soon, as an im portant 
traffic route has been crippled by 
the washout. 
The location of the 
bridge could not be moved, as the 
present one is the only practical 
approach to the river on a t least 
one side, and paved roads lead to 
the river on each side. 
A bridge 
at the former level would satisfy 
Riverside county’s 
needs 
and a 
higher 
bridge 
that 
would 
cost 
more would he required only on 
Orange county’s account. 
If Riv­ 
erside county proceeded to build 
a bridge at the former level and 
it w as flooded by an Orange coun­ 
ty reservoir. Orange county would 
then be liable for damage. 
So 
Tameson and McGregor came here 
to see what Orange county w ant­ 
ed to do about it. they said. 
Local supervisors adm itted the 
question to be a knotty one. 
O r­ 
ange 
county might 
never 
build 
a dam, whereupon there would he 
no necessity for building Riverside 
county a high bridge. 
They ex­ 
plained to the visitors th at a coun­ 
ty flood control was now pending 
in the legislature, hut th at it had 
not been definitely decided whether 
a dam would be built, though the 
bill passes. 
On the other hand, if the county 
wanted to build a dam it would be 
inconvenient nnd expensive to find 
a new bridge in the way. 
All 
agreed that 
there 
was 
a 
hard 
question to answer. 
Then Supervisor George Jeffrey 
h it upon a happy plan which it 
w as believed would be practical. 
“Why not go ahead with your 
bridge on the former level, but 
build 
one 
that 
Orange 
county 
could raise if the necessity arises.” 
he suggested to the Riverside su­ 
pervisors. 
Supervisor S. H. Finley then ex­ 
plained to Jameson and McGregor 
th at a truss frame bridge could 
be 
raised, 
whereas 
a 
concrete 
bridge, as planned at Auburndale, 
could not. 
He told Jam eson and 
McGregor that Riverside 
county 
could probably save some money, 
moreover, 
with that kind of a 
bridge. 
Orange county has built 
several of them across the Santa 
Ana river and they have w ith­ 
stood high water, he said. Jam e­ 
son and McGregor promised to get 
I engineering estimates on the com­ 
parative costs of the two types of 
bridge.

Local bankers and bon<^ brokers 
today voiced their disappointment 
over the action taken yesterday 
by the state senate in passing the 
administration 
personal 
property 
tax, which repeals the seven per 
cent assessment rate on so-called 
foreign, or non-California securi­ 
ties and solvent credits. 
The bill 
has already passed the lower house, 
and now is aw aiting the signature 
of the governor. 
Among the sen ­ 
ators who voted for the bill was 
Chester M. Kline of San Jacinto, 
representing this district. 
According to A. J. Crookshank, 
president of the 
First 
National 
Bank of Santa Ana, the proposed 
change in tax legislation on per­ 
sonal property, is nothing less than 
a breaking of faith with the thous­ 
ands of out-of state settlers, who. 
after acquiring a competence in 
other parts of the country, were 
induced to conic here with the un­ 
derstanding that their wealth would 
not be subjected to double tax a­ 
tion. 
The following statem ent, prepared 
by F. E. Sanford, partner of Cass, 
Howard and Sanford, well known 
Southern 
California bond 
house, 
doing business in Santa Ana, and 
endorsed by Crookshank and other 
Santa Ana bankers, sum s up the 
situation. 
It follows: 
“The proposed change would be 
a very serious blow to the state. 
In the first place, any person who 
has been successful in accum ulat­ 
ing wealth and 
especially 
those 
who have accumulated this wealth 
outside of California and plan to 
live here, knows that the old per­ 
sonal property tax law kept a large 
number from ever establishing their 
residence here and these same peo­ 
ple were very careful to spread 
the gospel of confiscatory taxes to 
their 
friends 
in 
the 
E ast 
who 
proposed to come out here. 
“Some 
of 
them 
resented 
the 
taxation so strongly th at not only 
did they keep their 
residence 
in 
some other state but they refused 
to become interested in investing 
any money in California. Taxation 
only produces revenue just so long 
as it is considered just by the peo­ 
ple and keeps away from approach­ 
ing confiscation. 
When it gets to 
that point, the old law of self- 
preservation starts to work 
and 
people minimize their investments 
in such a state and whatever they 
do invest, they make every effort 
to conceal. 
"I believe th at it is a m atter of 
history th at equitable taxes pro­ 
duce the most revenue. 
Less is 
concealed from the taxing authori­ 
ties and, at the same time addi­ 
tional Investments which. In turn, 
create more wealth and more prop­ 
erty to tax, are encouraged. 
‘ California cannot afford to e n -1 
tirely ignore the benefits to be de­ 
rived from making the state an a t­ 
tractive place for people to come 
and retire as well as enter into 
business activity. 
When, by their 
laws, they encourage people to use 
the state as visitors and not b e-, 
come real Californians, the state 
is going to pay a handsome price 
and, in our opinion, the disadvant­ 
ages to the state will be of a very 
cumulative character.” 
In conclusion, the bond man con­ 
tinued: 
“In addition to the finan­ 
cial side, in our opinion, it was an 
absolute breach of confidence on 
the part of the state, within one 
year’s time to go back on a law 
which encouraged people to estab­ 
lish their residence in California 
and to purchase outside securities. 
Now th at they have done so and 
declared their holdings, it is pro­ 
posed to repeal the law and revert 
to confiscatory taxation.”

Keep Death Rats Down 
The aerial death toll does not 
yet threaten to approach the auto­ 
mobile slaughter figures, hut the 
government is making the sir as 
safe as possible through enforce­ 
ment of air traffic regulations end 
the licensing of all fliers engaged 
In interstate commerce as well as 
others who want licensee. 
Apparently the qualifications ara 
not unduly stiff, for only one out 
of tho first hundred applicants 
failed to pass. 
This flier was 
practically blind In one eye and 
had no judgment of distance. 
As this to written, some 1441 
personal applications for licenses 
hgve been received, according to 
William P. MacCracken Jr., as­ 
sistant secretary of commerce for 
aeronautics.

As a result of the expulsion order 
issued by the bolshevist

ment, Anderson's services in R us­

days In getting ready for his en­ 
forced departure. 
Anderson, who is well known in 
California Y. M. C. A. circles, went 
to Europe in 1921, working at first 
among the prisoners of war and the 
Russian refugees In Germany and 
Poland. Later, he was a physical 
director in Riga, Latvia. His work 
consisted in supervising 
physical 
education, and the 
promotion 
of 
sports and mass play among th» 
students. 
Anderson’s appearance in Santa 
Ana is not a m atter of propaganda, 
either for or against Soviet Russia, 
explained Secretary Smedley. The 
speaker will simply tell his

HILO. April ll. — Madame Pele, 
sodden* of lire, has shown herself. 
and Mauna Loa, towering in the 
center of the Island, Is full of mol­ 
ten lava. To Hawaiians this means 
but one thin*—lava flow. 
According to Dr. Thomas A. Jag­ 
uar, chief of the volcanology, di­ 
vision of the United Staten geologic 
survey, the volcano ta full of lire. 
Groat floods of molten lava ara 
seething and surging about within 
the crater from *00® to WOO feet 
above the town. Soon, It may bo 
only a matter of weeks, this molten 
mass will break the mountain open. 
spurting fiery fountains into the 
sky and running in red-hot rivers 
to threaten tho town beneath. 
Madame Polo Appears 
But the prediction of geologists 
means nothing to Hawaiians. 
It 
is only when Madame Pele “op- 
peara" that they believe an erup­ 
tion will coma to peas. And Mad­ 
ame Pele has shown herself, ac­ 
cording to legend. She came in the 
guise cf an old woman to a native 
on th# beach at Ruble, requesting 
food and lodging for 
tho 
night. 
When the native turned to taoist her 
aho was gone, vanished In a flash, 
and behind, on tho beach, abe left 
her sign, a pile of “devil bones." 
The “appearance” of Madame Pele 
with her "devil bones" never has 
failed to bring on an eruption. Pre­ 
dictions of geologists havs Wiled of­ 
ten. This time tho two concur and, 
high above, the mountain is grum­ 
bling Its assent. 
Dr. Jaggar gives a dramatic de­ 
scription of the Kaumana flow that 
threatened the village of Hilo In 
1180-1881. "There are perhaps only 
two or three persons now residing 
in the village who can relata at 
first hand what really happened 
then," he declares. “The flow con­ 
tinued for more than nine months, 
commencing with great fiery foun­ 
tains a t Mokauweoweo in Novem­ 
ber. 1*80. 
Story of the Past 
"Town residents and other sight­ 
seers would go close to tho front 
of the lava flow to watch Its dally 
progress as It crept downward to 
within two and one-half miles of 
Front Street and to within a mile 
of the suburban sections. 
Thera 
was a constant fear that the lava 
would reach the seashore and wipe 
out the town. For nine months the 
residents watched the fiery flood 
with awe. 
“What Is Inside of that mighty 
mountain now? We know that It 
is full of fire; we saw It a few 
months ago; from the records of 
the 
observatory' 
Instruments we 
know that the lava has not reced­ 
ed; and that from Its tilt the moun­ 
tain is full at this moment of mol­ 
ten lava, bolling for an outlet." 
And Madame Pele’s "appearance" 
bears him out.

To the $10,000,000 fund just appro­ 
priated by congress, the states af­ 
fected are adding more millions for 
Its eradication. 
Federal and state entomologists 
are trying new means to fight the 
borer. 
They have imported eight 
different types of parasites known 
to he hostile to the corn borer, 
and are depending especially on 
one insect that has already killed 
off as high as 8 per cent of the 
borers in some areas. 
Guards 
are 
stationed 
a t 
the 
boundaries of infected areas, on 
all highways, preventing the ex­ 
portation of all corn into fields as 
yet untouched. 
Scientists in their laboratories, 
and on the fields, are still seek­ 
ing further means to prevent the 
rapid spread of this pest. 
Covers Larger Area 
But this great struggle as yet 
seems to be in favor of the enemy.

PROBLEMS Of THE SOIL 


Qc—Net long ago I out down two 
olive and a dozen eucalyptus trees 
along th* road but they persist 
in 
sprouting 
from 
tho 
otumps. 
What can I do to kill tho growth, 
aa I do not want 
to 
take tho 
stumps out until later.—8. B. W. 
A.—Use an ax to make a sort of 
fringe or frill around the stumps 
near the ground. 
This can be 
done by a series of downward cuts, 
removing none of the chips, the' 
object being to make a basin or 
receptacle for holding liquid. 
Over 
the fringe or basin pour slowly an 
arsenite of soda preparation made 
as follows: 
Boil two pounds 
of 
ordinary 
washing soda (sal soda) and one 
pound of white arsenic in a gallon 
of water, using an iron or granite­ 
ware kettle. 
Boil for 15 or 20 
minutes or until the solution is 
clear, adding water occasionally to 
compensate for evaporation. Avoid 
inhaling the fumes while boiling. 
When 
thoroughly 
dissolved 
the 
mixture is diluated with two or 
three gallons of water and Is ready 
for use. 
Concentrated lye can be used in 
place of the sal soda, little or no 
boiling being required. 
In 
this 
case one-half pound of the lye is 
used to one pound of white ar­ 
senic. 
The best «time 
to 
apply the 
poison is when tree growth is dor­ 
mant, but it is not too late now. 
One or two pints should be used 
to each stump. 
Remember that stadium arsenic 
is a violent poison and if used in 
excess around a tree will injure 
the soil for a long time to come. 
Animals should be kept from vege­ 
tation. 


the county, where it promises well. 
Of this latter grass Prof. Kennedy 
of the U. of C. states: 
“Harding grass lias been under 
observation by the university since 
1914. 
It is a perennial, drought- 
tolerant. palatable, and nutritious 
grass. It furnishes succulent feed 
during the winter season wrhen al­ 
falfa is dormant. The am ount of 
growth obtained is commensurate 
with the available moisture, either 
by rainfall or irrigation, and the 
quality of the soil. It does not do 
well on lands of poor, light, sandy 
nature. In the central and northern 
coast counties it has done well on 
the range and on bottom lands 
without 
irrigations. 
During 
sea­ 
sons of normal rainfall it has suc­ 
ceeded on good soil in the Sacra­ 
mento and 
San Joaquin 
valleys 
without irrigation. The experiments 
in the 
foothill 
lands 
of 
Sierra 
Nevada mountains have not as yet 
been encouraging. It is not adapted 
to cold regions or high elevations 
subject to snow, 
The seed is somewhat similar to, 
and about tile size of, lettuce seed, 
so that two pounds of seed per 
acre are sufficient if sown in rows 
three feet apart, or four pounds 
per acre if broadcasted. It should 
be covered lightly w ith not itiore 
than one inch of soil. About No­ 
vember I is a good time to sow the 
seed. W here the rainfall is less 
than l l inches one or two irriga­ 
tions should be applied during the 
summer. It is only slightly tolerant 
of alkali. 
We recommend it more for pas­ 
ture than for hay. In general ap­ 
pearance Harding grass looks like 
a gigantic 
timothy with similar 
characteristics. 
It can 
be easily 
eradicated by ordinary farm m eth­ 
ods of plowing and cultivation.

Only tourists interested in ag ri­ 
culture and its problems will be 
permitted to take part in the E uro­ 
pean tour which will be conducted 
by the American Farm Bureau fed­ 
eration this summer, according to 
an 
announcement 
received

that organization. 
Attracted by the extremely low 
price of the trip and the importance 
of the scenes to be visited, and the 
grade of accommodation*, the Farm 
Bureau was being beselged with ap­ 
plications from tourists, many of 
whom have no connection with ag­ 
riculture, so Hoe restrictions were 
decided necessary. 
Applicants re­ 
ceiving the endorsement of their 
local Farm Bureau will receive pref­ 
erence, It was announced. 
As a 
representative group is wanted, the 
organization has shut down on all 
publicity and put the m atter on an 
invitation basis, issuing the invi­ 
tations on the recommendations of 
local bureaus, it was stated. 
The Farm Bureau has also decid­ 
ed to apportion the rooms on the 
special ship to the different states 
on a quota basis. This will prevent 
any one state or section of the 
country from monopolizing the tour. 
The object of the tour is to give 
American agriculturalists an op­ 
portunity to 
study 
cultural 
and 
marketing conditions in England, 
Holland, Germany, Denmark and 
France. 
Some time will be spent 
in visiting places of historic or 
scenic interest. 
The trip is being 
made co-operatively a t a minimum 
of expense.

A.—A compost heap is made by 
piling 
together 
vegetable 
waste, 
animal manures, hay, straw, leaves, j 
vegetable trimmings, etc., and a1- J 
lowing the material to rot. 
As 
the 
heap 
is 
being 
collected, 
sprinkle over it from two or three 
pounds of gypsum for every IOO 
pounds of the compost. 
In order 
to promote decay the heap should 
be kept moist and compact and 
should be turned over occasional­ 
ly at least once every IO days or 
two weeks. 
The essential points 
are to keep the pile moist, not 
wet, and compact, and in such a 
situation that the hot sun and dry­ 
ing winds do not affect it. 
The 
gypsum is necessary to preserve 
the ammonia or nitrogen content 
of the pile. 
If it were not used 
a large part of the valuable nitro­ 
gen would escape Into the air as 
the compost decays. 
Gypsum also 
is a valuable material to add to 
heavy soils as it helps to render 
them more open and friable. 
Decaying vegetable matter, plus 
gypsum, will do more to make a 
heavy soil workable than anything 
else.

Cl—I would like to make some 
Bordeaux mixture this spring and 
am asking you for dsfinits direc­ 
tions. as heretofore I have always 
bought mine ready made.—E. W. B. 
A—It is absolutely essential that 
Bordeaux mixture be made correct­ 
ly, otherwise burning of foliage 
may result. The ordinary strength 
of Bordeaux is what is known as 
the 5-5-50 formula, being composed 
of copper sulphate (bluestone), five 
pounds, unslaked stone lime, five 
pounds, and water, 50 gallons. 
Stock solutions of bluestone and 
lime are made first. To make 200 
gallons of Bordeaux by the 5-5-50 
formula. 
(I) 
dissolve 20 pounds 
of blue-stone 
in 
40 
gallons 
of 
water in a wooden container, sus­ 
pending the bluestone in the water 
In a sack. This should be done a 
day or so before using In order to 
give the bluestone time to dissolve, 
(2) In another wooden container 
place 20 pounds of unslaked lime 
and slake it slowly with water, 
using about 20 gallons altogether. 
The stock solutions now contain 
one pound of bluestone in each 
two gallons and one pound of lime 
in each gallon of water. 
The spray tank is. then filled 
about half full of water and to it 
is added the 40 gallons of blue­ 
stone in solution. Start the agita­ 
tor going and strain in the 
20 
gallons of lime solution. This will 
make as good Bordeaux as you 
can buy, but the order of adding 
the ingredients to the spray tank 
m ust be adhered to, first blue­ 
stone solution and then the lime 
solution 
Bordeaux m ust be used the same 
day as made. If held over it will 
deteriorate very badly. To make 
sure it is properly mixed the usual 
recommendation is to insert a knife 
blade in the solution, and if a cop­ 
per deposit is formed on it then 
the copper is not completely neu­ 
tralized and more lime must be 
added.

Getting the breaks is another 
Way of saying that they want all 
the luck they can get and It sounds 
better than giving the Inference 
that they need luck to get by. 
Regardless of arguments to the 
contrary there are such definite 
things as breaks and they are of 
vital Importance. In football they 
axe factors that decide victories 
and defeats more frequently than 
en the baseball diamond but when 
the breaks come in baseball they 
count just as much. 
Two drives from the bat that hit 
a pebble in front of Freddy Lind- 
strom at third base and bounded 
high over his head cost the New 
York Giants the world's series in 
1924 against the Washington Sena­ 
tors and meant a difference of 
♦1500 or more in their purse money 
to every one of the New York 
players. 
Breaks such as this one that 
happen during the long 
playing 
season are big factors in deciding 
pennant winners. 
The bad breaks that managers 
fear most, however, are physical 
ones. 
Broken 
bones 
and 
ailing 
stomachs can do as much to put 
games in the losing column as 
fluke hits, wild throws and me­ 
chanical wobbles. 
The New York Giants and the 
Washington Senators, before the 
training 
season 
opened, 
looked 
strong enough to be considered not 
only a certain contender, but to be 
rated as favorites. 
Giants Get Bad Breaks 
But bad breaks hit them right 
at the start and in the case of the 
Giants particularly, the breaks may 
cost them whatever chance they 
had for the pennant and It was a 
mighty fine chance. 
Ross Young, critically ill In a 
Ban Antonio hospital may never be 
able to play baseball again and 
certainly has 
been 
lost 
to 
the 
team for the season. 
The loss of Young is not that of 
an ordinary baseball player. He 
was a vital part of the outfield 
and one of the main parts of the 
offense. 
With Roush and Young 
in the outfield, the outer defense 
would have been almost perfect, 
but now it is almost an outfield 
in name only. 
The real situation as the players 
knew it was described by one of 
the Giant players who was dis­ 
cussing the chances that Roush 
bad to get what he demanded in 
salary from the club. 
"Wait till Stoneham sees that 
outfield," he remarked sagely. 
In Terry, Hornsby, Jackson and 
Lindstrom, the Giant management 
was told by competent critics, that 
they had the best infield In base­ 
ball.

Getting Your Automobile Back 
4------------ —---- San Bernardino Sun 
Some quite encouraging figures have been Issued 
by the National Automobile D ealers association on 
I the subject of theft and 
recovery 
of 
cars. 
They 
show th at In 1918 of cars reported to be sctolen 21 
per cent w ere not recovered. 
In 1926, eight years 
later, the precentage was reduced to l l. This is the 
average in the whole United States. 
The total num- 
1 hor reported missing W’as 95.225 and of these 85,114 
were returned to owners. 
T his leaves a net total 
loss of 10.111 cars. 
If these w ere valued at an av­ 
erage of $1000 each, which perhaps is somewhat too 
high. the total loss to owners w as $10,111,000. 
This 
is not as large a sum as the public has had In 
mind. but It is large enough. 
It represents but one 
j twentieth of one per cent of the total value of cars 
averaged at the same price. 
Crime is estim ated to cost the country $2,000,000,- 
0(»0 a year. 
The automobile theft Item Is not a large 
one com pared with the whole. 
That It has been re­ 
duced by one-half is due to greater experience in 
handling the matter on the part of police depart­ 
ments, automobile clubs and 
traffic officers, and 
also to legislation .making the sale 
of 
stolen 
cars 
more difficult. 
However, legislation is still very 
lame In th a t respect In California and most other 
states. 
A rigid transfer of ownership system, by 
which any possessor of a car not having a genuine 
bill of sale would prima facie be guilty 
of 
having 
stolen it, would help. 
However, much of the secret of so many recoveries 
lies in the fact that the great m ajority of cars taken 
without leave of their owners are not stolen for sale, 
but for joy riding and to use In the commission of 
crime. 
They are abandoned som ewhere and natur­ 
ally are reported to the police and recovered. 
This 
gives the officers a fine percentage record but it 
does not restore cars to their owners in good con­ 
dition. 
The fact that 89 per cent of stolen cars are 
recovered, but a very small percentage of those who 
steal them are arrested, shows that there Is 
still 
something needed to be done to protect the owners 
of automobiles.

MASTER CRIMINALS 


A veteran sheriff who has known many thousands 
of criminals says of them: 
"I am convinced that all crooks are cowards at 
heart. And there is no such thing as a smart crook, j 
These so-called ‘master-mind* criminals exist only in 
the story books. A man with brains knows it doesn’t 
pay to commit crimes. 
“My experience shows that gun bravery is the only 
kind ever displayed by crooks. Take their weapons 
away, and they are tame indeed.” 
Most practical men who have been able to observe 
closely the criminal population filing through our jails 
and courts seem to hold about the same view. The 
clever, masterly criminal is a creature of literary imag­ 
ination. When we do seem to see such criminals at 
long intervals functioning in real life, and coming into 
court with a sort of glamor about them when they are 
brought to bay, the glamor is still largely—a product 
of publicity. Enterprising reporters, vying with nov­ 
elists and dramatists to make such characters as in­ 
teresting as possible, do their best with the material 
they have. Yet between the lines can usually be read 
the fact that the celebrated prisoner is, after all, pretty 
shallow, and seems brilliant only in comparison with 
his more stupid brethren. 
That “gun bravery” the sheriff speaks of is a real 
thing. These weaklings and social misfits are brave 
only when they have a deadly weapon in their hands, 
and their victims have not. Here is a fact which lends 
still more force to the widespread demand for the 
disarmament of criminals, which can be accomplished 
only by disarming all who have no legitimate use for 
weapons.

Bigger and Better 


Boys of the Present

According to Dr. Horace Gray, of Chicago, we have bigger 
boys than we had half a century ago.- Whether or not they are bet­ 
ter perhaps a doctor of divinity would be a more authoritative 
judge than a doctor of medicine. 
Dr. Gray has measured several 
thousand school boys of a selected age and has compared the results 
with measurements taken in schools 50 years ago. He finds that 
the boys of today average 47 inches tall at the age of six years, 
while those of the former period averaged but 43.6 inches. 
That 
is an increase of 3.6 inches, which, if maintained until adult age 
would be a very great average increase in the stature of Ameri­ 
can manhood. 
As to whether or not this larger growth continues in like pro­ 
portion ought to be easy of verification. There are army statistics 
available. The muster rolls of the army give the height of recruits 
for a long time past. It would be easy to select a few regiments of 
the Civil war, the Spanish-American war and the World war and 
compare the physical statistics, to see whether there has been such 
a growth in our adult young men as these figures as to boys of six 
reveal, and also whether it has been a gradual growth. 
If it has, 
then the 1898 figures should show a little more increase in average 
height above those of 1861 than those of 1918 show above 1898. 
However, if the theory of the cause is correct, the increase in 
the 20 years from 1898 to 1918 should be as much or more than in 
the 37 years following 1861. 
The reason assigned is the greater 
knowledge of sanitation, hygiene and medicine of the past score of 
years, and the more general outdoor life and indulgence in sports. 
Education is not only increasing our average intelligence and pro­ 
ducing capacity, but is adding to our stature. 
We are growing 
mentally and physically and we need to parallel that growth with 
moral advancement. It is doubtful if statistics along that line would 
prove so encouraging.
